The Executive Committee presents its TWENTY SIXTH Report for 1986 and 
respectfully recommends:

That James F. Hickling Management Consultants Ltd. who have been 
retained to prepare a Strategic Plan for the City of Hamilton be 
authorized to proceed with Stage II of the Strategic Planning process,- 
as set out in a letter dated October 31, 1986, appended hereto as 
Schedule "A" at a cost not to exceed $40 000. 


NOTE: With the adoption of Section 1 of the Seventh Report of the 
Executive Committee, City Council at its meeting on March ll, 
1986 authorized the Executive Committee to take the necessary 
steps to develop an overall "Strategic Plan" and established a 
Budget of $50 000; $10 000 for Stage I and $40 000 for Stage II. 


With the adoption of Section 1 of the Nineteenth Report of the 
Executive Committee, City Council at its meeting on September 9, 
1986 approved the retention of James F. Hickling Management 
Consultants Ltd. to proceed with Stage I. 


That the City's current policy which provides that the disposition of 
surplus funds resulting after the completion of Road Reconstruction 
Programs continue to be assigned annually by the Executive Committee 
through the Capital Budget process, ultimately to be approved by 
Couner ls 


NOTE: For the information of the Members of City Council, the 
Transport and Environment Committee requested the Executive | 
Committee to recommend to City Council that the excess funds 
from these projects be expended on road and sidewalk projects 
on the direction of the Transport and Environment Committee. 


The Executive Committee reviewed this matter and concurred that 
the disposition of the excess funds from road and sidewalk 
projects should continue to be handled in the same manner as 
the excess funds from any other Capital Projects and that the 
current policy of City Council be reaffirmed.

Our initial proposal to provide a strategic plan for Hamilton set out a process 
including a summary of the principal tasks to be undertaken in Stages I and II and 
a project schedule. Subsequently, we submitted a slightly revised Summary of 
Principal Tasks and Schedule of work to cover Stage I, and presented a detailed 
plan of the proposed work process. 


The actual progress of Stage I has followed the work plan fairly closely. To date, 
we have prepared a summary report and identified potential strategic goals and 
thrusts. These have been discussed with the Executive Committee. Mr. Cousens 
will discuss findings with Heads of Department and Full Council on 24 November. 


Three major directions for change have been identified. Additionally one major 
opportunity for improvement has become apparent which if addressed in the near 
future will make the progress towards Hamilton’s future more assured. This priority 
refers to the improvement of the working relationship and co-operation between and 
within Council and the Senior staff group. 
It is understood that we should: 

. a) proceed to Stage II of the preparation of a Strategic Plan for Hamilton, 


b) address the priority of improving the working relationship and co- 
operation between and within Council and the senior staff group, and

Set out below is a summary of the purposes of strategic planning, the 


process to be followed and the tasks to be undertaken. 


STRATEGIC PLANNING IS 


Strategic planning is a systematic and continuing process. The process 
will commence with an analysis of Hamilton's environment or context and 
the identification of key images, values and aspirations. Hamilton's 
strengths and weaknesses will be identified. The next general step will 
be to come to key conclusions about Hamilton's situation and direction. 
These conclusions become the foundation on which to base the mission 
statement and the supportive strategic goals and selected strategic 


thrusts that form the core of the strategic plan. 
STRATEGIC PLANNING IS NOT 
Strategic planning is: 


o Not multi-year budgeting, although it has implications for 
it 


o Not synonymous with projections and forecasts but may use 


them 


o Not an extrapolation of past or current trends but is 


influenced by them 


o Not highly detailed but identifying specific key directions. 


STRATEGIC PLANNING AND STRATEGIC PLAN CONNECTION 


Strategic planning is a continuing process. The strategic plan is the 
periodic result of that process. The process of strategic planning is 
dynamic. Periodic review and modification of the strategic plan being 
prepared now will be important in the future. When basic conditions that 
led to the formulation of this plan change, and as the plan's goals 
become achieved, then the strategic planning process should 
systematically lead to a new revamped strategic plan. In this continuing 
process, Council will customize the strategic plan to meet Council's 


needs and operating style. 
WHY HAMILTON STRATEGIC PLANNING? 


Strategic planning offers Hamilton an additional way to identify and cope 
with change. For Hamilton, change is occurring faster and on a broader 
basis than ever before. There is no evidence that this pattern will 
abate within the foreseeable future. If anything, change affecting 
Hamilton could intensify as the Canadian and world economies change. 


Strategic planning will help Hamilton to: 
o Respond to the changing environment 
o Force reassessment of what is done and how it is done 
o Use limited resources more efficiently 


o Provide unifying directions for the City to reflect and to 


pursue 


o Stimulate longer-range thinking and actions than would 
otherwise occur. 


In sum, strategic planning will assist Hamilton to shape its destiny. 


STRATEGIC PLANNING PROCESS 


Stage 1 of the strategic planning process was designed to focus on the 
aspirations and goals of Council, to provide Council with an overall 


corporate mission and to assist Council to achieve three objectives: 


a) to identify major goals that would be achieveable within the 
period to 1991, 


b) to identify a longer term perspective of which the 1991 


achievements would form part, and 


c¢) to build sound working relationships between Council and 
City Department Heads. 


The focus was on City Council and Council's wishes. 
SUMMARY OF PLANNING TASKS AND WORK PROCESS FOR STAGE II 


Time is of the essence. Full participation by Aldermen and Department 


Heads is vital. ‘ 
We propose to undertake the tasks set out in Exhibit 1. Note that 
Stage II is designed to be completed over two months: December 1986, and 


January 1987. The schedule of tasks is shown in Exhibit 2. 


The tasks are spelled out in more detail in Exhibit 3.

Rymal Developments (1986) purchased this residence and the 
surrounding lands in April of 1986 and applied for a Demolition Permit 
the following month when the application was referred to the Planning 
and Development Committee, which tabled the application because the 
residence was apparently placed on the list of possible historical 
sites. 


This letter is written to inform you that we, as owners, 
object to this residence being designated as of historical value for 
a number of reasons, firstly, the residence was only erected some 
65 years ago, according to one of the family members, and secondly, 
it is not at all unlike a number of similar houses in the area and 
has no unique features. 


It is our understanding that the application for the Demolition 
Permit could be delayed only 180 days pending the investigation of the 
historical value of the building. Such 180 day period has long expired 
and we still have not received the Demolition Permit. 


In the middle of December last, we again applied for the 
Demolition Permit to the City Building Department and were then advised 
that the application had to go back to Planning and Development. 


We were asked to explore the possibility of including this 
old residence in a commercial development, the lands being zoned 
commercial. We had the house located on a survey and found that it 
would not fit any commercial development, and in fact, we offered to 
give the house to the historical site people and contribute $1,000.00 
towards moving it, but we received no response.

As a matter of fact, we inquired from a local mover, Kingma 
Movers of Grimsby, as to the cost of relocating this old residence on 
the lands and were advised that the cost would exceed $200,000.00. 
These movers were not certain that a mover in Canada could be found 
who would undertake to move it and in fact, they were not certain 
whether any mover could be found in the United States either. 


This unwarranted delay in issuing the Demolition Permit 
has cost us financial damage in that many acts of vandalism have 
occurred and now, instead of being paid $2,000.00 for material in 
the building, we will have to pay $2,000.00 to have it demolished. 
In the past few months we have been put to the expense of boarding 
it up, as windows have been removed, doors have been stolen, parts 
of the interior have been stripped, and as recently as last week, 
plywood that was installed across the missing doors and windows had 
been ripped off and required replacement by the order of the City 
Fire Department. 


A recent newspaper article stated that this matter was 
going to be put before City Council on January 13th next, and we 
understand from the Planning Development Committee that it is going 
to deal with the matter the following day i.e. on January 14th. 


With respect, we think that this is "putting the cart before 
the horse", in that Planning and Development are familiar with the 
matter and surely should be asked to make its report before City 
Council deals with the matter. 


We are enclosing extra copies of this letter and would ask 
that you send copies to all members of City Council prior to the 
January 13th meeting.

Major repairs include, but 
are not limited to defective plumbing, defective electrical wiring, structural repairs to walls, floors, ceitings, inadequate or 
defective heating system or fire safety hazards. Basic facilities are hot and cold running water, an indoor toilet and a bathtub 
or shower. 


(14) “INTEREST ADJUSTMENT DATE (IAD)” is the date on which the accrued interest is due, computed on the various 
repayable advances made during the course of repairs. The regular schedule of repayment begins and interest is calculated 
from the interest Adjustment Date. The Interest Adjustment Date is the first of the month following the final advance of loan 
funds. 


(15) “MAJOR REPAIR” means those repairs required to correct deficiencies which represent a threat to the health and safety of 
the occupants, the cost of which represents a major burden on the property owner: 


(16) “NATIVE” means Metis, non-status Indian, indian as defined in the Indian Act, of Inuit. 


(17) “OCCUPIER” means occupants who can show reasonably long term uninterrupted occupancy of a given unit; and can 
provide evidence of ownership of the unit notwithstanding the fact that the land on which the unit is located is not owned by 
the occupant.

® veteran(s) with whom the Director, Veterans’ Land Act, has a subsisting contract for the sale of land made pursuant to 
Part | or the Veterans’ Land Act. 


(19) “POST REHABILITATION RENTS” means those maximum monthly rents which can be charged immediately following the 
completion of the repairs. - 


(20) “PRIORITY GROUPS” means all those households in Core Housing Need. 


(21) “RURAL” means rural areas or communities, off reserve, having a population of 2 500 or less. Rural municipal jurisdictions 


having a population of greater than 2 $00 but where the population is dispersed (i.e. no population core or centre of more 
* than 2 §00) are considered rural areas. 


(22) “SPECIAL PURPOSE HOUSING” means hostel or self-contained housing, used as a Erincipal residence, which includes 


on-site care services and facilities, excluding food, related to residents’ common physical, social and emotional condition 
of disability.

_ BACKGROUND 
; 


As the Committeeis aware, the City of Hamilton has been successfully 
_administering the Residential Rehabilitatuon Assistance Programme 
(R.R.A.P.) since it's inception in 1974. During that time the City has 

_ processed almost $6,000,000. in loans and grants to the owners of both 
Owner-occupied and rental units. The City's commitment represents one 
Of the most successful delivery Programmes in the Province of Ontario. 
During this twelve year period there have been several Agency Agreements 
in place, and on every occasion the City has been able to negotiate on 
certain sections of the Agreement to reflect delivery policies in the 
ecity of Hamilton. 


The Department of Community Development has been negotiating with Canada 
‘Mortgage and Housing Corporation (C.M.H.C.) concerning the latest Agree- 
ment; however, on this occasion there appears to be no room for compromise. 
In the covering letter sent with the Agreement is a statement from the 
Branch Manager. The letter in part reads as follows: Thee copyeoce the 
New Agreement is attached which must be executed without change should you 
agree to continue as our Agent."

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BACKGROUND continued 


It must be pointed out that this new Agreement includes several 
open-ended clauses that concern this Department, as well as the 
Building Department who are responsible for conducting the necessary 
inspections under the Pregramme. The specific Clauses which concern 
this Department are 7B and 17 which read as follows: < 


7B: "the Agent agrees to comply in all respects with directions 
given to it from time to time by the Corporation/Active Party 
with respect to communications, the forms to be used and the 
procedures to be carried out with respect to the matters 
covered by this. Agreement"; 


17: "This Agreement may be terminated by either party by giving 
three (3) months' notice in writing to the other party and 
may also be terminated by the Corporation/Active Party without 
notice if at any time, in the opinion of the Corporation/ 
Active Party, the Agent is in breach of any provision of this 
Agreement. Schedules “A", "B", "C", and)” E” may besvar tequoy, 
the Corporation/Active Party at any time upon giving the Agent 
notice of such change." 


The concerns of the Building Department were outlined in a letter to 
this Department dated 1986 November 19. A copy of their letter is 
attached as Appendix II. 


The original Agreement was sent to Mr. Lou Sage, Chief Administrative | 
Officer, and a meeting was subsequently held with City representatives — 
as well as staff from C.M.H.C., including Branch Manager, Nancy Laver. 
During the course of the meeting it became very clear that C.M.H.C., | 
as per their original letter attached with the Agreement, was not | 
prepared to change one word of the Agreement. They did however indicate 
that they would send a letter clarifying some of our concerns, but this ~ 
letter would not become part of the Agreement nor would any reference 
to the letter be made in the Agreement. 

: 


If the City does not agree to sign the Agreement in it's present format, 
it appears C.M.H.C. will endeavour to undertake the delivery of the | 
Programme by their own staff. This of course would create a difficult | 
Situation for the City as there would be duplication and inconsistencies 
in the delivery of rehabilitation programmes. We must also point out : 
that the Agency funds which the City receives for the delivery of the 
Programmes are considerable. In 1986 we received approximately $70,000. 
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BACKGROUND continued 


This recovery, however, will be substantially less in 1987 if we 
continue to act as Agent for C.M.H.C. because applicant eligibility 
for the Programme has been severely restricted; i.e. income levels. 
This was the subject of an earlier report to the Planning and 
Development Committee. This is a separate issue and will be a 
coOpDLic-oL a Luture report. y 


As the Committee is aware, the Department of Community Development 
is presently administering over twenty (20) Programmes, and these 
Programmes require inspections by the Building Department. It is 
therefore imperative that inspection requirements remain constant 
so that continuity can be maintained. If C.M.H.C. requires special 
inspection requirements, effective delivery will become impossible. 


This Department is most reluctant to sign the Agreement in it's 
present format; however, we feel we have no other recourse if the 

City wants to continue to participate. The Department has contacted 
several other Delivery Agents across Canada including Sault Ste. Marie, 
Winnipeg and Saskatoon, and C.M.H.C. has taken the same position with 
all Agents: sign or get out. If there is an ulterior motive, one has, 
as yet, not surfaced. : 


If the City enters into this new Agreement, there will be no changes 
in our present processing procedures. If we subsequently receive 
direction from Canada Mortgage and Housing Corporation which increases 
the workload of either the Building Department or the Department of 
Community Development, the Planning and Development Committee will be 
so advised. The option of terminating the Agreement is always an 
alternative should delivery bécome economically or administratively 
impossible. 

The Department of Community Development therefore recommends that the 
Mayor and City Clerk be directed to sign the Agency Agreement dated

Re: Residential Rehabilitation Assistance Program 


We appreciate the time that you and your staff spent with us on October 28 
discussing this program and the need to enter into a new Agency Agreement. It 
was particularly useful for us to hear of the administrative complexities that 
your staff has experienced as our delivery agent in the past. Where possible, 
it is our intent to minimize the administrative complexities of the program to 
allow for efficient and effective RRAP delivery. 


During the course of our meeting, we indicated that we are prepared to execute 
a new agreement when certain understandings have been reached. I believe that 
the following comments appropriately reflect our discussions on the issues 
that were brought up:- 


REHABILITATION STANDARDS 


The standards to be used for determining eligibility for RRAP funding are the 
CMHC “Standards for the Rehabilitation of Residential Buildings” (RRAP | 
Standards). This does not preclude the City from ensuring that units are 
improved in accordance with municipal Maintenance and Occupancy Standards 
By-laws. However, items which may be required under municipal standards but 
which are not mandatory or eligible under the RRAP Standards are not eligible 
for RRAP funding, Similarly, items which are not required under the municipal 
Standards but which are mandatory under the RRAP Standards must be undertaken, 
and are eligible for RRAP funding. Ttems..which, aresnotsrequi red under the 
“mmtcipal standards -but.#hicharesedigiblé “under the” RRAP7 Staidards: iiay ~be. 
ondertaken atthe. option ‘6 the borrowér, and are-eligible for” RRAP-funding-to 
the extent that. the appl iéant~can~afford’ them, 
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We are currently undertaking a comparison of the RRAP Standards to the 
requirements of By-law 74-74, and shall let you know the results of our review 
within the next two weeks. 


MONITORING INSPECTIONS: 


In the past, the City has not been receptive to CMHC inspection of units prior 
to the completion of all rehabilitation work.

PROGRAM REPRESENTATION: 


We have on previous occasions been disappointed by the manner in which the 
program has been represented by the City of Hamilton. As an agent of this 
Corporation, it is expected that the program will be represented by the City 
in a factual and positive manner to both potential clients and the public in 
general. Where specific problem areas may arise, consultations with us are to 
take place to determine an agreed upon approach. % 


ADMINISTRATION AND DOCUMENTATION: 


As in the past, we shall, at the local office level and as far as practicable, 
be flexible in the application of procedures and documentation requirements. 
Certain prescribed procedures and documentation are, however, necessary to 
satisfy legal, audit, and program monitoring requirements. It therefore is, 
and will be, necessary for this Corporation to insist on the use of certain 
forms and procedures. 


VOLUME FORECASTING: 


We have on previous occasions attempted to implement a system of regular fore- 
casting of volumes. For various reasons that were discussed at our meeting, 
the City has been reluctant to do this. It was pointed out that we do not 
expect 100% accuracy in these forecasts - only the City's best estimate of 
what can be expected based on your knowledge of recent activity and historical 
trends. This information is used in assessing budget reallocations amongst. 
our agents. 


With<respect~to the agréement itself, your staff expressed concern with two 
specific:clauses -(7(B)- and i iecoWe confi emed thats we are not -prepared- to 
amend the wording contained-in the agreement ,;but“that“we' wold be prepared -to 
clarify the. intent.-cf ‘these two clduses Ina’ separate’ letter. Stan Neave 
shall be preparing a draft of such a letter and forwarding it to John Robinson 


for review and comment.

J As you are probably aware, this program was introduced in the City of Hamilton 
f in 1974. Since that time the Federal Government, through Canada Mortgage and 
Housing Corporation, has contributed some $5.4 million to both homeowners and 
t landlords to assist in the rehabilitation of residential properties. Under 
: the terms of our agreement, the City of Hamilton has acted as an agent of this 
f Corporation in the delivery of this program. 


In late 1985, the Minister responsible for Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corporation announced program changes. These changes were summarized in a 
letter to His Worship Mayor R. Morrow dated January 24, 1986, and the scope of 
these changes require that a new agency agreement be executed. A copy of the 
new agreement is attarhed, which must be executed without change snould you 
agree to continue as our agent. 


A total of $673,000 has been allocated to your City in 1986 and I am sure we 
mutually agree that this should be fully utilized to the benefit of the commu- 
nity. You may be aware that we have had concerns regarding the performance of 
the City of Hamilton under our current and previous agreements and you would, 
of course, be aware that your Department of Community Development has express- 
ed strong dissatisfaction with a number of our policies and procedures. For 
this reason, we would like to arrange a meeting with appropriate staff and 
elected officials to discuss and hopefully resolve our differences. We would 
also like to discuss the obligations and responsibilities of agents under the 
terms of the new agreement, assuming that Hamilton decides to continue as an 


agent of this Corporation. 
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Since time is of the essence to ensure full commitment of funds, we would ask 
that you give consideration to this matter as quickly as possible. Should you 
require any further background information, please let me know. Otherwise, we 
look forward to a meeting in the near future.

Operating Agreement 


We have reviewed the new operating agreement with Canada 
Mortgage and Housing Corporation. We have also reviewed the R.R.A.P. 
5 Standards and would advise as follows: 


The operation of funding by the Provincial and Federal levels 
of Government, have always been based upon the application of the Property 
Standards By-Law, in the City of Hamilton. 


The entire administrative process of carrying out inspections 
pursuant to these financial programs is geared to the Property Standards 
By-Law and through that By-Law, the Ontario Building Code. 

The implementation of the C.M.H.C. agreement, would necessitate 
a change in this administrative procedure, in that specific forms, inspection 
reporting, is expected to be done on forms supplied by C.M.H.C. 

This would increase the administrative workload of the Building 


Department by duplication in certain areas. 


contiideciec 
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The R.R.A.P. Standards referenced in the agreement would cause 
a change in the working agreement between the Fire Prevention Bureau and 
the Building Department, in that the R.R.A.P. Standards call up the 
necessity of upgrading fire separations and means of egress in existing 
buildings, things which are presently controlled by the recently enacted 
Fire Code, and in which our Property Standards By-Law specifically stays 
away from. R.R.A.P. Standards are only a recommended standard and are not 
enforceable. Working with these standards results in the production of 
shopping lists by loan applicants. ; 
Further, that all requirements under these R.R.A.P. Standards 
are subject to review and checks of work in progress by C.M.H.C. Inspectors. 


We have observed, during the required monitoring program, that _ 
this creates additional workloads for Inspectors in the field and because 
of the variances between the R.R.A.P. Standards, The Ontario Building 
Code and the Property Standards By-Law, this will cause many hours of 
negotiations, and agreements being reached to satisfy ali parties concerned, 
and possibly resulting in disruption of payment to contractors. This may 
lead to an alientation of the established contractors from the loan program. 


The R.R.A.P. Standards call up the National Building Code, which 
technically is not a referenced document in the Province of Ontario and 
while it is very similar to The Ontario Building Code, there are differences 
which would appear not to be recognized by C.M.H.C. Inspectors. 


At all times, the Inspection Division would be subject to 
direction by C.M.H.C., and subject to the work carried out by the 
Inspection Division being approved by C.M.H.C. Inspectors. 


It would appear that any additions or changes to work specifications 
must receive C.M.H.C.'s approval, which creates in itself, an additional 
step not presently carried out. 


The application of R.R.A.P. Standards would require additional 
instructional time for Inspectors of the Inspection Division, in order. to 
familiarize them with the requirements and application of R.R.A.P. Standards. 


If this agreement is signed in its present form, with the terms 
and conditions indicated in the letter dated September 5th, 1986, and signed 
by Ms. Nancy Laver, Branch Manager of C.M.H.C., it would seriously affect the 
manpower appiication for the implementation of the loan program. 3 


I would further advise, that members of the staff of the 
Inspection Division, have been instrumental over the years in working with 
C.M.H.C., advising C.M.H.C. in their educational programs and also 
instructing in C.M.H.C. educational programs. 
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It would appear that because of the political changes occurring 
in the administration of C.M.H.C., they are becoming insistent upon the 
use of C.M.H.C. Inspectors in delivery of their programs. 


We would further remind you that Bill 51, to create an Act 
to Provide for the Regulation of Rents Charged for Rental Units in 
Residential Complexes, talks of creating a standard of occupancy, which would 
be Province wide and may conflict with the R.R.A.P. Standards. 


This would put the property owners of the City of Hamilton, 
in a position of having to deal with a possible 3 sets of standards which 
would be in force in the City of Hamilton. 


Because of the ineffectiveness of the present R.R.A.P. funding 
when compared to funding available from the Provincial Government, I would 
suggest that unless this agreement can be renegotiated to reflect our 
existing agreement with C.M.H.C., that we do not enter into such a 
restrictive, time consuming, and labour intensive DEE, i:

(b) Allowing larger truck units on Highway 401 is only the 
beginning, as it would eventually spread to other highways 
, through built-up areas. 


(c) Council is already very aware and concerned about the 
; potential hazards caused by truck traffic on the Q.E.W. 
through Stoney Creek and any other built-up areas. 


: (d) In wet weather, it is very hazardous for motorists following 
or trying to pass the double units presently on the 
highways, as windshield wipers are virtually useless in this 
situation when one must drive blind the length of the truck 
Blob men ;

The Planning and Development Committee presents its THIRD Report 
for 1987 and respectfully recommends:

BACKGROUND 


On March 27, 1985 a draft by-law for demolition was submitted to the Planning and 

Development Committee for approval. Mr. Claude Albano appeared before the Committee 

requesting time to arrange financing for rehabilitation of the building as per the 
Order. The proposed by-law was tabled for 30 days to allow Mr. Albano this opportunity. © 


On May 1, 1985 Mr. Claude Albano again appeared before the Committee. He had applied 
to the Residential Rehabilitation Assistance Program and had made conditional financing 
arrangements with the Canadian Imperial Bank of Commerce. Mr. Albano advised that the 
property was in the process of being transferred to Mr. Albano's father in order to 
qualify for the R.R.A.P. funding. The Committee directed that unless both the 
outstanding taxes were paid and a building permit applied for by May 10, 1985, the 
demolition by-law would be submitted to City Council for enactment. 


On May 10, 1985 the outstanding property taxes for 1982, 1983 and 1984 were paid in full. 


On May 15, 1985, at the Planning and Development Committee meeting, it was reported that 
the taxes had been paid, however, no change of ownership had taken place and no building 
permit application had been made. It was decided that unless an application for a 
building permit was made by May 28, 1985, the demolition by-law would be submitted to 


City Council for enactment.

I am writing this letter in support of the . 
proposal for a race-relations officer made by the Hamilton 
Mayor’s Race-Relations Committee. 


It is unfortunate that the City Council turned down the 

request for such a person in the City Hall. A race-relations 

_ officer will be a big asset to the city not only in selving 

J many problems and allaying the fears of visible minorities, 
but also in working towards not letting ugly racial situations 
develop in the community. A race-relations officer is not 
just a clerk or a secretary who receives complaints and mails 
letters. He is a leader in the race-relations affairs working 
for racial harmony in the community. This involves a 
tremendous amount of time, planning, a personal committment 
and understanding, and experience and expertise in the 
complicated and delicate field of human rights and race-relations. 
Argument in favour of refusing the request was also given 
that the Human Rights Commission Officers are doing that job. 
They coulé be doing some of that work. But two words describe 
their plight, ‘understaffed and overworked’. It is nota 
coincidence that cases with the HRC normally take three to 
five years. One officer may cover from St. Catherines to 
London and in between including Hamilton. We need a person 

> who works for Hamilton and Hamilton alone. We cannot ignore 
the budget restraints, but the need of a race-relations officer 


is greater than the monetary problems.

Race-relations simmer like a pot and no body knows 
when they can boil over like a volcanic lava. This organization 
established in 1976 has been dealing with racial problems and 
helping the victims cope with the situation. From the Sanford 
Avenue incident which took national importance, all the 
way to Yellow Cab Company case that involved even the big brass 
from Queens Park, we were there to support and encourage the 
victims of racial discrimination. As well, many other such 
like groups have beeh working on their own in dealing with the 
problems and educating the people. But with the establishment of 
the Mayor's Race-Relations Committee, time has come that the 
city should assume its leading role in the field of race-relations 
and that urgently requires the services of a race-relations officer. 


I hope that I have been able to convince you about the need 
of a race-relations officer for the city of Hamilton, and the 
Council will reconsider their decision at the earliest opportunity.

As a Board Member of Urban Native Homes Incorporated, 
President of the 'Chimo' Native Education komnd. and a Board Member 
of the Native Women's Creative & Professional Arts League, I would 
like to reinforce the support of these groups for the position of 
a Race Relations Co-ordinator for the City of Hamilton for the 
following reasons: 


1. To demonstrate and implement the commitment of the Mayor and 
City Council to do something regarding the racial problems in 
the City. Changes do not occur without a structure and 
personnel to effect these changes. Volunteers play an 
essential role, but do not have the time or financial freedom 
to give the "all-out" effort needed to co-ordinate this 
commitment to promoting racial harmony. A full-time paid 
co-ordinator is needed for this. 


2. Racial issues that reach the Human Rights Commissions or other 
public forums are only a very small/tip of the iceburg. Many 
minority groups, and especially, the Urban Native Communities 
are very reluctant to create an issue and expose themselves to 
publicity and possible ridicule. Urban Native people as a 
group are self-effacing, and through past experience, expect 
to be treated as "Second Class Citizens" and their complaints 


brushed off —- (ie) "discrimiated against". This has gone on 
for so many years that it will take a real effort to turn 
around. 


3. A full-time Co-ordinator is needed to formulate and initiate 
programs/seminars/publicity/education plans, etc. to educate 
the police, schools, government agencies, and other services 
dealing with minority groups, as well as citizens in general, 
as to the problems faced daily by these minority groups. 


To conclude, if City Council is sincere in its 
commitment to promote racial harmony in Hamilton, it will support 
the creation of the Race RelationsCo-ordinator.

- Construction House currently has needs for from six to 
ten spaces regularly and periodically will see that use 
increase to the lot's capacity. 


- The trial period. for closure was not, in our opinion, a 
good test of the need. 


- The need for off-street parking is evidenced by the 
continuing use of our private lot by local residents - 
a use requiring increasing policing efforts on our part.

- The cost to replace the lot in the future, as the York 
Street Development continues, will be substantially 
higher than the limited cost to retain the currently 
developed lot for a few more months. 


- As the potential use for this lot will eventually come 
from more than one business and commercial development, 


it is appropriate for this lot and the future revenue 
to remain in public hands. 


There are additional specific concerns which can be addressed; 
however, the above summarize the major points of concern.

The Parks and Recreation Committee presents its FOURTH Report for 1987 


and respectfully recommends:

NOTE: For the information of the members of City Council, the Golf 
Sub-Committee at its meeting of 1987 January 7 reviewed the 
green fees for Chedoke Golf Course, as approved by City 
Council for 1987 and 1988. 


Mr. Goodes, Pro Manager and Mr. Giles, President of the 
Men's section, were both of the opinion that because of a 
small difference in green fees between the Martin course and 
the Beddoe course, the Beddoe course would be over-crowded 
and over-utilized, which may result in maintenance problems. 
They suggested that the green fees on the Martin be reduced 
SO as to encourage the general public to play on this 
course.

FOOD SERVICES FOR DUNDURN CASTLE AND PARK

The City of Hamilton is interested in receiving proposals for the provision 
of food services at Dundurn Castle and Park on a long term basis. It is the 
intent of City Council that such services must include a medium priced family 
style menu appreciating the many visitors including families and senior 
citizens on bus tours that are attracted to this nationally recognized his 


toric site. 


You are being invited to submit your proposal based on your own suggested 
operating concept and business management plan which may or may not involve 


support from the City. 


For instance, you may wish to propose that: 


a) you would consider operating the existing MacNab Arms facilities with “a 


without financial support from the City for improvements and operating 


costs, or 


b) you would consider operating in new facilities constructed in the stable 


building with or without financial support from the City for capital and 


operating costs 


c) you would consider operating the concession facilities in pavilion in 
conjunction with either of the above. 
The City will be willing to review or consider any and all suggestions for 
the type of service being proposed including fine dining during the evenings 
provided that the moderately priced family style menu is available for the 
tourists during the day. Your proposal should be detailed in all aspects as 
it will be reviewed by a Parks and Recreation Committee consisting of elected 
officials and staff. After the initial review, it is intended that a "short

DOWNTOWN ACTION PLAN - PHASE IV, STAGE 1 


1. INTRODUCTION AND SUMMARY OF STAGE 1 


The first stage of Phase IV of the D.A.P. nears completion. 

The mandate for this work was to review the D.A.P.'s 

recommendations for Phase IV, to assess the need = and 
; possibilities for improvements to the laneways, and to propose 
F appropriate physical treatment. 


A thorough review of the laneways in the downtown area was 
made, including extensive photographic coverage and physical 
inventory. The feasibility of implementing improvements was 
analyzed, as well as what types of physical treatment would be 
. appropriate. Out of this a strategic approach to physical 
F improvments of the laneways was developed and proposed plans 
were prepared. 


th 

b The concept plans were reviewed by city staff from various 
departments, representatives of the B.I.A.'s involved, Bell 
Canada, Hamilton Hydro, the Parking Authority, and a number of 
private business people. 


Much of the discussion during the meetings centered on issues 
that went beyond the anticipated scope of physical 
improvements. To answer to these concerns, an addendum to the 
Phase IV scope of work is being proposed. 


7 The proposed concept for Phase IV work is described on the 
: following pages and shown on the accompanying drawings. As 

the proposed improvements are less extensive than the original 
; D.A.P. recommendations, the estimated costs of Phase IV will 
; likely be defined in Stage 2 as less than projected in the 

D.A.P. The potentially unused portion of budget would allow 
consideration to proceed with other work seen as vital to the 
success of the downtown revitalization. This work is outlined 


in the proposed addendum. 
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: 2. DISCUSSION 


In our analysis of the laneways within the D.A.P. boundary, we 

found that the physical condition of the existing laneway 

surfaces was generally good; in several instances excellent. 
; For this and other reasons we did not find it appropriate to 
pursue the D.A.P.'s recommendations of repaving the lanes at 
this time. We do however, agree with the intent of the 
recommendations, that the laneways should be cleaned up and 
{ improved and that some have potential as a pedestrian passage 
in addfttion to their service function. 


Although the D.A.P. study area encompasses a large portion of 
downtown, public laneways are located only in blocks directly 
north and south of King Street East. The proposed 
improvements are limited to these particular city blocks. 


2.1 LANEWAY IMPROVEMENTS 
2.1.1. SOUTH OF KING STREET EAST 


Lighting of the laneways was deemed to be the most 
essential and basic physical upgrade. For those 
laneways that are exclusively service corridors, vandal 
resistant utility/security lighting is recommended as 
the extent of laneway improvements. 


In laneways that serve as a pedestrian path as well as 
a service route, a level and quality of vandal 
resistant lighting suitable to a pedestrian walkway is 
recommended. 


SS ae 


The public lanes on the south side of King Street East 
all fall into one of the above categories. 
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Another means of strengthening the interest of the area 
would be to improve the visual and physical connections 
to businesses operating beyond King Street frontage. 
This would add depth and diversity to the commercial 
strip of King Street. To this same end, encouraging 
the use of laneways would increase the potential of 
adjacent buildings and business. 


Although many see the unrecognized potential of the 
International Village commercial strip and the 
undeveloped lands within two blocks of King Street, the 
area iS economically depressed. It is still necessary 
for the public sector to be responsible for keeping the 
“process of renewal going. The redevelopment of the lot 
is an opportunity to spark interest in the 
neighbourhood, increase the attractiveness of the area, 
and improve the potential of the unbuilt lands for 
redevelopment. 


3. PROJECTED COSTS 


Preliminary cost estimates have been done for the physical 
improvements as outlined above. More precise costing will be 
completed upon detail design in Stage II, as planned. 


Estimates indicate that the proposed work will not consume the 
budget of $1,429,000. The projected costs as of February 3/87 
revision are $934,000, leaving a residual of $495,000. These 
figures will be clarified through the work in Stage II. 


This residual could allow progress on related work seen as 
_ vital to the success of the D.A.P. and the economic 
revitalization of the downtown area. : 
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2.1.2 NORTH OF KING STREET EAST 


The north side of King Street East presents interesting 
possibilities for development as the anes. are 
virtually continuous from Kresge's at Hughson Street 
to Wellington Street with one exception. 
; The laneway system jis broken into two areas as 
determined by the characteristics and context of the 
lanes. The division of the two areas is reflected by 
; the boundary between the Downtown Promenade B.I.A. and 
the International Village B.I.A. at Mary Street. The 
: physical improvements are geared to suit the increased 
7 levels of pedestrian traffic and  Jlane-related 
( commercial activity in each area. 


2.1.3 TREATMENT FOR THE WESTERN SECTION 


Median Strip 


4 In the west end of the study area from James Street 
t North to Mary Street, three of the four laneways 
- currently function as a pedestrian path as well as a 
" service corridor. There has been a strong demand to 
7 improve the appearance and cleanliness of these areas 
in order to increase their use as a_ pedestrian 
connection from parking lots on King William Street to 
King Street. A large portion of these lanes is open to 
the north to parking lots. In instances such as this, 
a median strip of four foot width is proposed for the 
open side of the laneway. This median, raised to +6" 
curb height, would provide a protected strip on which 
site furnishings would be located. Drops in the median 
would be incorporated at frequent intervals to 
accommodate strollers, wheelchairs, and water drainage. 


The site furnishings incorporated into the median would 
primarily consist of light standards, bollards and tree 


planting. 
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2.1.4 
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Lightin 


The light standards would be proper street lamps and 
thus be expected to withstand the usual conditions. 
The level of light in the lane would be appropriate for 
pedestrian use. 


Laneway Entrance Treatment 


Where laneway meets city sidewalk, an indication of the 
entrance to the lane would be made through signage, a 
different pavement, and/or other demarcation. The 
indication of the lanes at street level is important to 
identify the lanes as a pedestrian path as well as 
increasing visibility of the openings for police and 
service vehicles. 


This entrance treatment would be continued through to 
Wellington street to reinforce the continuity of the 
lanes. : 


THE EASTERN SECTION 


The lanes in the eastern portion of the system, from 
Mary Street to Wellington Street North, located in the 
International Village B.I.A. area, are 
characteristically different from the west. The 
majority of the lanes are enclosed by buildings on 
either side, limiting the opportunity for physical 
improvements. In order to strengthen the possibilities 
of renewal, a spot development is proposed in 
connection with laneway lighting, as opposed to the 
median strip development proposed further west. 


Lighting 


Aithough these lanes are not highly used as_ pedestrian 
routes, several buildings contain upper storey 
apartments which are accessed solely from the lane. 
Many buildings and apartments have accesses from the 
Tane as well as King Street. To improve the safety of 
the lanes, pedestrian level lighting is recommended. 
In laneways bounded by buildings on both sides, the 
ee would be wall mounted as there is no room for 
poles. 
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2.2 “SPOT' DEVELOPMENT 


A site that is of particular interest for a number of 
reasons is the public parking lot at Jarvis Street. 
This city-owned lot is unique in its location at the 
junction of Jarvis Street and the continuous laneway 
system running east and west. The property is also the 
only publicly owned King Street frontage within the 
International Village area. 

: It is proposed that as well as parking, this lot could 
facilitate a variety of other uses, both temporary and 
permanent. To this end it is recommended that the lot 
be developed as a multi-purpose paved square which 
would continue to accommodate parking on a daily basis. 
The square would be designed so that on a few occasions 
through the year, the lot could be closed off to 
parking and turned over to special events. This would 
in effect create a focal point for-the eastern King 
Street commércial neighbourhood, Existing community- 
wide events could be extended to include this square 
and local promotional events could be centred here, 


PE LEP AT Te Pe 


Although streetscape improvements were done on King 
Street, the sidewalks are very narrow and pedestrian 
space is limited in this uninterrupted traffic 
corridor. There is a need to supplement the existing 
pedestrian space, to reinforce the streetscape 
improvements, and provide the opportunity for 
pedestrian activities to take place. 


= 
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Maintaining the existing parking capacity, the lot 
could be reworked to allow the introduction of regular 
pedestrian oriented activities adjacent to the laneways 
such as patio cafes, a weekly antique market, art 
exhibits or special sale days, etc. : 


Improved articulation of this parking lot and placement 
of a high profile focal point along King Street East 
will contribute significantly in drawing attention to 
this area as a pedestrian environment, attracting first 
time visitors and repeat customers as commercial 


activity is improved.
